The Child Care Proposals 


Two of the three child care hills developed by the Gov­ 
ernor** Committee on Children and Eolith were introduced 
in the General Assembly last week under bi-partisan spon­ 
sorship. The third btl) in the “package" is ready for intro­ 
duction this week. 
House Bill 11 Ti amends the County Institution District 
Act of 1037 and is sponsored by Rep. Bolton (IL, Montgom­ 
ery), Rep. Price, ( ll . Mifflin), Rep. Scbmide, (lh Alleg­ 
heny), Rep. Sevier. (I), York). 
Its major provisions are: 
Authorizes County Commissioners to provide placement 
for adoption, counselling of unmarried mothers, services to 
neglected children in their own homes and tin* giving of in­ 
formation on available treatment facilities to parents of 
handicapped children, as well as placement of children in 
foster homes and institutions at public expense 
Provided that Commissioners may render these services 
through their own staffs or arrange to obtain them from 
private agencies. 
Requires that anyone act ing tinder the provisions of the 
act is prohibited from taking n u t od y of a child over the 
objection of Iris parents without court order. 
Senate Bill ISO amends the Adoption l#tw, and is s|*>n- 
sored by Sen. Kessler, fit, l*ancaster), Sen Bane. (I). Fay* 
ette). Its major provisions are: 
Provides that with the consent of tile Orphans* Court, 
parents may relinquish their right to consent to a apeciftc | 
adoption and that this right may he transferred to the 
agency making the adoption placement, if the agency baa 
been certified by the State Department of Welfare in re­ 
gard to the .standards it observes. 
Contains a definition of abandonment and permits an 
Orphans* Court to find abandonment before an adoption 
placement is made 
Requites that jaMsons with whom children ate placed 
for adoption report to the Orphans* Court on how and from 
whom they obtained the child 


M a k e s mandatory ail investigation of tin* suitability of 
the placement by the court soon after the rejH»it is filed. 
Requires that the “intermediary" in the placement la* 
named in the petition and la* present af the hearing on the 
petition. 
The third “ package” hill. known as the “Chih! f are 
Act,” establishes county lioarda of child welfare and appro­ 
priates funds for state aid to counties to fulfill p u r p o s e of 
the Act, 
'Ihese measures* am tear to Is* result of careful planning 
Since they would affect the lives of many children, however, 
lf would appear wise that individuals and groups here and 
elsewhere in the stale should re*stlldy the hills iii the light 
of local conditions. 
They should then advise Governor Fine and the spon­ 
sors of the hills of t h o r reactions to the child care proposals,
